Rabbi 
Brodie read the Haftara at the morning 
service in the main synagogue and con- 
ducied the Neila: sérvice. 

Taking as the principal theme his 
Kol Nidrer..sermon. the. unitv. of. the 
Jewish people throughout the world in 
the fulfilment. of the Divine plan for- the 
moral betierment and advancement. of 
mankind as a whole, the Chief Rabbi 
sard ‘that the force calling together Jews 
on that day everywhere in the. world, even 
behind the Tron Curtain, to affirm ther 
brotherhood and) common. destiny, was 
undiminished.

According to ancient 
directis the PIOUS worshipper 
returned home from synagogue at the con- 
clusion of the Fast Day. he began. prepara- 
ions for the ereetion of the Succah SO, 
after the Days of Penitence which tnaugur- 
ated S714, we have now arrived at the 
Season of our Rejoicing. From a period of 
intense rehgious meditation our thoughts 
are again turned to the workaday world at 
this happy harvest time Yet the symbol 
of the Suceah reminds us of the reality of 
the Divine Presence that everywhere and 
always watches over the lives and labours 
of mortal men. In gratitude to the Almighty 


we celebrate a festival that joyfully acknow- 


ledges the Creator's goodness to His 
chiidren 

fhe agricultural imagery that surrounds 
the observance of this festival gives it a 
unique . fragrance and loveliness. It pre- 
served throughout the ages, when the people 
of Israe] was exiled from its ancestral home- 
land and estranged from the soil, a love for 
the beauties of nature. The Succah repre- 
sents the temporary abode of those who are 
working in the harvest-fields. It is adorned 
with the colourful and fragrant produce of 
the earth. The procession with palm branch, 
eitron, myrtles, and willows brings in- its 
wake the sweet breath of the countryside. 
With these symbols -are associated the 
ongina!l wurney of our ancestors under the 
Divine protection towards. the Promised 
Land.. And this was seen as typifying a 
like redemption.in the future.“ They that 
sow in tears shall reap in joy. Though he 
gdeth on his way weeping, bearing the store 
of seed, he shall come back with joy, bearing 
his sheaves. The Conquest of the Desert 
Exhibition that opened this week in the 


capital of the State of Israel will testify to 


the fulfilment of hopes that were kept alive 
by this faith in Providence. And the CHier 


has reminded ministers this week that. 


it will be equally fittrng at this particular 
Festival fo call attention, because of the 
Jewish people's connection with the land, to 
the Queen Elizabeth Coronation Forest that 
is noOW being planted in Galilee, 


At the same time a distinguishing feature 
of Succot is the Messianic message that ‘it 
conveys. This universalistic aspect finds 
expression in all the Prophetical Readings 
for the. Festival. On the first day is read 
the magnificent passage from Zechariah that 
describes how all the nations will celebrate 
Succot in Jerusalem:.“ And there shall be 
one day which shall be known as the Lord's, 
not day, and not night: but if shall come 
to pass in that day, that living waters shall 
go out from Jerusalem : half of them toward 
the eastern sea. and half of them toward the 
western sea: in summer: and in winter it 
shall be. And the Lord shall be King over 
all the earth: in that day shail:the Lord be 
One and His name One.” On the second 
and. eighth days the Prophetical Readings 
describe Solomon's dedication of the Temple, 
which took place at this Festival of Succot, 
when he prayed that. the knowledge of Cod 
might radiate throughout the whole world, 
On the Intermediate Sabbath of the Festival, 
the passage that is read from. Ezekiel 
declares “ The nations shall know that | 
amy the Lord, the Holy One in Israel. Behold 
it cometh, and it shall be done, saith the 
Lord God: this is the day whereof I have 
spoken. 

rhe spiritual harvest foretold by. these 
prophecies has not vet been reached. Yet 
this is the end for which the people of 
Israe! has been bidden to work. And this 
work # of a more practical nature than is 
sometumes fealised. Indeed, the hopes of 
world péace and unify now largely depend 
on a wiser and more generous use being 
made by the nations of their varied posses- 
sions and natural resources. International 
co-operation in war on world poverty has 
already made some headway through the 
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efforts of such bodies as the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council, the United 
Nations International Children's Emergency 
Fund. the World Health Organisation, and 
the Food and Agriculture Organisation. 
These efforts deserve the special support of 
those .men- and. women who profess 4a 
religious faith. At this Festival of Succot, 
when we give thanks to the Giver of all 
good things. let us consider our responsi- 
bility for the right use and enjoyment of 
earth's bounties. by God's. children every- 
where... When we pray that the Tabernacle 
of peace may be spread over all the 
dwellers on earth, our own hands must help 
to raise il

IHE sudden announcement of the resigna- 
tion of Rabbi Kort Rosen from the presi- 
dency of the Mizrachi Federation of Great 
Britain. is. accompanied by statement 
(printed in our last issue) in which the rabbi 
points out that the existence in Israel of a 
political party with religion as its sole raison 
d'étre is a disservice to the cause of Judaism. 
There will be many who will agree with such 
a view. The disservice is not lessened by the 
fact that there are not one but always two 
religious parties in Israel, and sometimes four, 
according to the political combinations and 
divisions of the moment. The Aguda shares 
the field with the Mizrachi: each of these 
parties has a Labour wing whose attachment 
to the main body fluctuates with the -ups and 
downs of the political struggle: Rabbi ROSEN 
is not the first person to point to the unavoid- 
able dangers that arise when religion is made 
the stock-in-trade of one political faction— 
implying that other parties are inevitably anti- 
religious-—and a counter in the horse-trading 
that is so often associated with party politics. 
The storms which were created over the 
recent Bill on National Service tor Israeli 
women and the compromise effected over the 
Marriage and Divorce Act at the same time 
show how easily these manceuvrings can 
cause bad impressions. 

The Mizrachi Organisation, nevertheless, 
seems to feel the need to foster other enter- 
prises which, at least for its supporters in the. 
Diaspora, will have more general interest ; 
though their development must be hampered 
by the Mizrachi’s political commitments. The 
first is the Bar-Ilan University, to be estab- 
lished in Tel Aviv, for which a_ British 
Committee has recently been formed. The 
furtherance of higher education in Israel is 
a cause of which few will be unmindful, but 
when a small country can with difficulty sup- 
port one university and two or three com- 
parable institutions of higher learning, doubt 
will be felt about the wisdom of starting yet 
another, with its concomitant of rival fund- 
raising among Jewish communities every- 
where. In any event, is a university that starts 
as the favoured child of one political party 
likely to find the academic calm in which to 
further its ideals ? One wonders whether, if 
the element. of political competition had been 
absent, special faculties in the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, with adequate safeguards for all interests, 
would not have sufficed. 

Now a further enterprise which world 
Jewry is being asked to support is that of a 
Supreme Religious Centre in Jerusalem, a 
building, to cost half a million pounds at 
least, which apparently is intended to house 
a Beth Din of world-wide authority, The 
appeal is issued by Dr. Herzoc, the Chief 
Rabbi of Israel, and the propagandist sent 
abroad on its behalf is an official of the World 
Mizrachi Movement. While it would be 
undeniably advantageous to Orthodox Jewry 
everywhere to have a central authority, 
especially in Jerusalem, to which it could turn 
for religious guidance and halachic advice, its 
domination by one political group will auto- 
matically give it a political colouring. This is 
the more obvious in view of the important 
Talmudic authorities who support the Miz- 
rachi’s great rival, the Agudat Israel, What 
is to be the attitude of Agudist rabbis (indubit- 
ably Orthodox) to a Mizrachi-sponsored 


Supreme Beth Din? The question is quite 


different’ from the one frequently mooted 
nowadays of a revived Sanhedrin, which 
presumably could only be called together, first 
as an advisory body, if all the rival “* Ortho- 
doxies could bring themselves to elect 
representatives to it whose decisions or advice 
they would agree to respect. The latest idea, 
no doubt launched with the best of intentions. 
is not likely to add to religious peace until a 
greater measure of fundamental agreement 
has become apparent among the. Orthodox 


sections of Jewry and their leaders have 
learned to distinguish, as Rabbi KopuL ROSEN 
has, between the respective rdles of religion 
and politics. 


HONOUR FOR ISRAEL 

THe election of Israel—after a sharp 
contest —to one of the seven Vice-Presiden- 
cies of the present United Nations Assembly 
is no doubt a great tribute to the young 
State as well as to its representatives at the 
United Nations and their labours on behalf 
of international co-operation. The tribute 
is even more remarkable when, as reported 
in our last week's issue, it is remembered 
that the other contestant for this high office 
was the well-known Foreign Minister of 
Pakistan, Sir ZAFRULLAH KHAN, who 
obtained only 30 votes, while Israel mustered 
37. The honour paid to Israel also implies 
a rebuke to the Arabs. They can hardly 
persist any longer in their pose of disregard- 
ing. the reality of Israel's existence, an 
impression which they have been trying to 
create all along, and to which they. have 
had a certain response in quarters ill-disposed. 
towards Israel. Moreover, although — the 
ballot was secret, it is known that among 
those who voted for Israel were the repre- 
sentatives of the Latin-American. group, the 
Scandinavian countries, Canada, the Union 
of South Africa, and some of the Western, 
European countries. Some of the pro-Israel 


‘votes thus came from. representatives. of 


Catholic countries, which 1s of more than 
ordinary significance in the light of the 
camments made in Catholic circles at the time 
of the recent removal. of Israel’s Foreign 
Ministry from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. This 


-widespread recognition of Israel’s place in the 


world may help to induce more sober counsel 
in the Arab: camp, and not least in the minds 
of Arab sympathisers elsewhere. | | 


TWELVE MONTHS 


Just twelve months ago an historic agree- 
ment on restitution was signed in Luxem- 
bourg, under. which the West German 
Federal Republic. agreed to pay Israel 
3,000,000,000 marks (about  £250,000,000) 
over the next 12 or 14 years to meet the cost 


of absorbing Jewish retugees from Hitler 


Germany and territories formerly occupied 
by the Nazis. Protocols appended to the 
treaty provided for the payment. of 
450,000,000 marks (about £37,000,000) to 
the representatives of world Jewry and for 
the improvement of legislation redréssing 


Nazi wrongs. After some delay. mainly due - 


to obstructionist tactics by Communist and 
neo-Nazi elements, the agreement was 
ratified by the West German Parliament in 
March. And the shipment of reparations 
goods urgently required by the Jewish State 
began a few months later. The year-old 
agreement, though only in the early stages 
of implementation, will undoubtedly prove 
of great assistance to Israel’s precarious 
economy. Israeli experts have already been 
able to plan the expansion of industry and 
agriculture so vital for the absorption of 
immigrants and a stable economy. Lists 
of goods required in the coming year—they 
include rolling stock for Israel's railway 
system and ships for its merchant navy— 
have been prepared, so that a steady flow 
of German goods may. be expected during 
Israel's period of crisis. But while the two 
countries have established a firm relation- 
ship in the economic sphere in the past 12 
months, there is no apparent intenticn, at 
least on the part of the Israelis, to establish 
normal diplomatic relations. Israel's. atti- 
tude in this matter is understandable, apart 
from the = strong opposition maintained 
among many of its citizens, some of them 


former victims of Nazism, to any contact 


with, and, indeed, to the acceptance of 
reparation funds from, the country respon- 
sible for the almost complete annihilation 
of European Jewry. The Germans have 
promised to do their utmost to attempt to 
atone for the horrible crimes perpetrated by 
Hitter and his followers. Despite pressure 
from the Arab States and their. own 
extremists, the German authorities have 
been honouring. the reparations agreement 
with Israel. And the Federal President. Dr. 
Heuss, in a New Year message to German 
Jewry, emphasised that considerable success 
had been achieved in clearing the wreckage 


left by the disastrous Nazi régime. Its crimes. 


will never be forgotten, but it is right to give 
credit where it is due. For the moment the 
reactionaries in Germany have received a 
setback, and Germans of good will deserve 
ne the encouragement that can be given to 
them.

THE PROPHETS 


The thought of the Prophets, By kb.) 
JsRAEL 1. Matruck. Allén and Unwin. 9

The phenomenon of prophecy is not pecijjar . 
‘to Israel. 


Long before the Hebrew. people 
made their appearance upon the siage of bysior, 
we find attached to the Babylonian temple: 
persons with the significant name. of 
(seers), whose function was very muc! 
same as that of the early prophets o! 
we read in the Old Testament. = They ister. 
preted dreams and omens, gave advice as 
lucky days for the beginning of an enterprise. 
and were consulted by kings before the 
mencement of a campaign exactly as Ahab 
consulted his official staff of prophets concern. 
ing the success of his proposed. attack on 
Ramoth Gilead. Balaam was a prophet from 
Aram, the fame of whose powerful spells. had 
led the king of Moab to offer rich rewards to 
come and curse Israel, and the technique of 
the prophetic trance is vividly described in the 
story of Balaam’'s fruitless attempt to carry out 
Balak’s behest. 

But in the history of Israel, a people of jo 


-more political importance than Moab. or any 


of the petty kingdoms of the ancient Near 
East, the phenomenon of prophecy was destined: 
to undergo a development of such an. extra- 
ordinary nature as to ensure the sursival. of 
Israel and. its religion long after Moab and 
Edom, along with Babylon and Ass\ria. were 
no more than names in the pages of b\ gone 
history. 

It is. this: remarkable development and _ its 
results which Dr. Mattuck has set himself to 
describe in this book, and: he has done it with 
great skill and insight. It is hard to sa‘ . 
thing new today about the prophets of Israel, 
but there ts a freshness about his retelling of 
their creative achievement ‘which makes his 
book most valuable. He lays great stress upon 
the mystical nature of the prophetic experience, 
and. here some theologians might be disposed 
to join issue with him on. the question of a 
possible .distinction between mystica! and 
spiritual experience. All mystical experience is 
spiritual, but not. all spiritual experience 1s 
mystical. However, Dr. Mattuck explains. that 
by mystical experience he understands ‘an 
experience of God which is immediate, nat 
mediated by ritual or priest. and it.can certains 
be admitted that the experience of such 
prophets as Amos, Isaiah, Jeremiah and Ezekiel 
was of such a character. 


Dr. Mattuck’s last chapter, on The Meaning 


of History,” is a most instructive discussion of 
one of the most distinctive contributions af the 
prophets of Israel to the history of religion: 
they were the first to perceive and to declare 
that God has a purpose, and that His purpose 
gives meaning to what would -otherwise be 4 
tale told by an idiot, full of sound and fury. 
signifying nothing. 

This is a book of distinction and deserves to 
be widely. read.

A Deliberativ 


To the Editor of THe JEwisH. CHRONICL! 


Sir.---Mr.: Goldberg's letter, in your 
issue ot last week. 1s to be welcomed. 
not because his« views: are (in. all 
respects soundly based, but because 
it evinces a gratifving interest on the 
part. of a comparatively recently 
elected Deputy which we should hike 
to see much more widely emulated 
in the work of the community's repre- 
sentative body, and because Mr. Gold- 
bere himself, in spite of his criticism, 
1as useful and successful 
endeavours for the promotion of the 
voluntary levy. But Mr. Goldberg s 


ideas as to the functions of the Board. 
with hardly a single aspect of which 
he is. in agreement, seem strange 
indeed. and argue that he has not 
‘run himself in,” if I may use that 
phrase. 

One cannot get away, from the fact, 
whatever Mr. Goldberg may say. that the 


Board 1s, and cannot be otherwise -than, 
a deliberative. assembly; and your cor- 
respondent's suggestion that it should 
act somewhat on the lines of the House 


of Commons, with its different party 
policies and with a legisiative pro- 
gramme and = powers of ‘compulsion, 
reveals a strange lack of reality, and. 
would, of course, play into the hands 
of our enemies, While the Board cannot, 


like a Government or a one-party system, 
formulate a comprehensive policy, i can, 
of course, as it. has in the past, adopt 
attitudes and principles towards. develop- 
ments, e.g., in such questions as the 
desirability and means of co-ordination of 
charities, the promotion of legislation 
against the libel of groups or communi- 
ties, German rearmament, etc. 

The Board has no more pre-knowledge 
of what may: happen than has the press, 
and the fact that the Board meets only 
once a month while the press. issues its 
Statements. daily. 1s a point which Mr, 


Goldberg may. well -bear in mind. The 
Board's work is not confined, Mr. 
Goldberg seems to suggest, to protests 
or to resolutions. These protests. and 


resolutions are implemented in the proper 
quarters, and frequently with satisfactory 
results. But it. must be borne in mind 
that the Jewish commuhfity. is a very 
small percentage of the general popula- 
tron. and matters that affect. us deeply 
may. not occupy so much importance in 
the minds of the responsible authorities. 

The Board has always followed a line 
of its own that it is the responsible repre- 
sentative. body of British Jewry, but i 
is always prepared to co-operate, as it has 
done. continually, with. other organisa- 
tions: tf. such co-operation can help 
coreligionists wherever they may be. One 
could wish that the same statement could 
apply to organisations’ with which. the 
Boatd is ready to work, but who con- 
tinually ignore pledges in. this field and 
spend much of their time in “jumping 
the gun’ in order to obtain credit for 
themselves—credit which the Board 1s not 
anxious to monopolise, feeling that its 
duty is always. to the: community and 
not in the line of: self -advertisement. 

Mr. Goldberg shows further ignorance 
of the position of the Board in suggest- 
ing that the Board should investigate the 
working .of.. independent. communal! 
organisations, Such a thing cannot be 
done without. the wish or agreement of 
such organisations, most of ‘which, Mr. 
Goldberg can be assured, perform. their 
functions ina highly satusfactory manner. 
nor is it the Board's duty. to interfere 
in the question of Jewish religious educa- 
tion.. The Board a secular. and -not 
a religious body. 

As to Mr. Goldbere’s suggestion that 
the Board of Deputies should endeavour 
to. regularise Jewish representation at the 
United Nations, he must be aware: of 
the constant efforts. made by the Board 
to co-ordinate as much as possible the 
work of the various bodies he enumerates. 
I would suggest that he read the article 
by Dr. G. Warburg. in the ‘same issue, 
in which. that authority on -the. subiect 
points out that itis erroneous to imagine 
that different «Jewish. voices are neces- 
sarily harmful to-our interests. Ef these 
Jewish bodies. acted as one there would 
be. grave. suspicion that they were, in 
fact, a pressure group. Occasional. dif-

Tchernichovski 
could claim that by .his patriotic 


poetry, by his devotion to the cause 
of the Hebrew revival (he was a gifted 
Russian poet, and could have provided 
himself. on more than one occasion 
with sorely needed funds had he con-.
